.. Nino of the West Ham Guardians, who wore 
charged with corrupt practions and conspiracy 
have boon sentenced at the Contral Criminal 
Court to periods of imprisonment ranging 
from two years to six months. Early ju 
Decembsr,. arrests were mado in connection 
with the coal contriot scandal at the Weat 
Ham Union, snd befora the end of the 
month -oight persons hat baen proveoted 
against, =

George Arthae Cramp, aged fitty-five, news 
agent, Leyton (gnardian); Richard Philip 
Tarrant, forty-six, tailor, Canning Towa (gase- 
dion); Frank Williaw Hill, thirty-two, printer, 
East Ham (guardian); Joho Anderson, ifocty- 
five, oatate agent, Walthametow; also of Holm 
wood, Kalworth-avenae, Sonthaad (guardian) ;

SUBSIDIARY COINAGE. 


A-discovory recently mado at Sourborough, 
in Yorkehire, is. interesting’ as showing that a 
state of things prevailed in England as rogards 
the right to nsioting copper coias not aalike 
the grants made in Korea of late years for the 
manufacture of nicklea and also that the prao- 
tice lend in the one cago agin the other touillugal 
coinage. It appears that during the oxoavation 
of well in the ruina of Scarborough Castle, 
a number of old coins nud bits of metal ware 
discovered. Some of these woro sent to Mr. H. 
A. Grueber, the Keeper of tho Coins at the 
British Museum, who has forwarded on interast- 
ing reply to Alderman Hastings Fowler, the 
Depnty-Mayor of Scarborough, Mr. Fowler 
writes as follows : 

“The find consists of a large mass of copper 
or bronze strips, out of which coins hate 
oot] 
strook coins, The find at A 
distanco of I0£t. from the surface, I have 
submitted specimens to Mr, H. A, Geuvber, the 
Keeper of Coive at the British Museum, and he 
pronounces the coins to be incompleted farth- 
ings of Charles I, iagned betwoon 1626 and 1630, 
It appeara that the right to issue coing was 
granted by Charles I,to the Dowager Duchoss 
of Richmond sud Sir France Crane, who, no 
doubt, made a oonaiderable profit on their 
monopoly. The resalt of this monopoly svoms 
to have beeu that extensive forgeries: on these 
coins took place, and Mr, Grueber is of opinion 
that the coins found in the castle well are 
forgeries struck at the time, and that in all 
probability they were thrown downthe well to 
avoid detection.’” : 

Private monopolies of coinage would thus 
seer to have had tho same offect of encouraging 
unlicensed minting in tho seventeonth contary 
in England as in the twentieth oontury in 
Kores. In both cases the licensed and 
unlicensed mints obtained their profits from the 


difference between the.real and the fictitious | 


value of the motal after it passed into the

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JAPAN'S MJUITARY SYSTEM. 


THE REASON FOR Poo EFFICIENCY. 


A Japanese correspondent write. to 8 London 


paper oa / 
Whilet in Japan wo bve evory reason to be 
satisfied with « military system which costs 1° 
but half-a-crown por head (English money) per 
annum, and yet proves itself, when put to the 
test, adequate for the protection of the nation's 
interests, it would \bo impertinent in us to 
equal to the needa of Great: Britain, ‘Thera are 
perhaps one or two little matters connected with 
our service, however, which wo thiak are not 
universally understood. Everyone may bo 
aware that all Japanese male anbjeota from the 
time they bocome soventeon years old until they 
reach forty ara Hable to military service, It is 
not always reliable, howover, in furope that 
this meana in practico—not merely in thaory— 
the infusion inté the ranks of the army of mou 
of all grades of society, from the Imperial prin- 
oea, who nro olosaly related to the Empyor, 
down to the humblest of his Mojasty’s people, 
and that in the ranks undergoing drill will be 
fonnd at any time ths son of a marquin’ it may 
be, shouldor to shoulder with the son of a gor- 
donor or shopkeeper. : 
The question may be put: Wow is it that. 
the son of a nob'eman, who presumably would 


receive the training suitable to euable hiia to | 


Fula] the duties of an «floor, rather than those 
of a private, may be found with riffle in hant 
and koapstok on back; boginning, as it, ware, at. 


the vory bottom of the tree in this fashion * j. 


The onswor is {hat all Japanese officers whon 
they join go through o year's training in tho 
ratka on this basis, Por the firat three months 
they aro privates, sub'eot to precisely the samo 
regulations as ths common soldier, the singe 
excoption being tha: they are always’ invited 
to joio tho officers’ mess at meals; tho 
next threo months they are corporals; the 
following three months they boxme rxergennte, 
and so on.

missioned .offcers alike display towards their 
auperios officers off or on the batt] «fisld, as illas- 
trated by numberless cases recorded in connec- 
tion with the late war, i 

Princo Fushiui, now a full goueral, might in 
his day have boon seen with a knaparck on hig 
shoulders going through the routine of drill in 
tho ranks with men of all grades, and the samo 
remark apolios to the young princes of the differ- 
rial house to-day. 
Much importance is. attached in Japan to this 
firm adhesion to syitam, irrasprative of position 
in life, as inoculated in our military cade, and to

INDIAN DOCTOR'S DISCOVERY. 


Everyoue intareated in medicolegal casos 
knows how diffoult it sometimes is to recognise 
a blood atain, espeolally i£ it ia old, aod more 
especially if the summer hest of . India has 
écorched it. : 

"Dr, Hankin, the Chemical Examiner to the 
Govornmont of the United Provinces, says the 
Civil.and Militory Gazette, bas lately published 
@ paper on improved mothods for recognition 
of blood and other such stains, which paper 
contains results of researches that he has carried 
oo during the last four. years, : 

The methods in question are briefly sam- 
marisad as follows :--With regard to bleed 
stains E found that it isnot, necessary to dissolve 
the atain in order to apply the spectroscopic teat. 
By simply moielening the dry stain (on 8 pleco 
of lotbing for instauce) with a ‘solution of 
ammoniam salphide the colouring matter of the 
blood is so altered that it will give tho distinc- 
tive spectrum of reduced hee nochromogen, 
although in an spparently undissolved condition 
on the fibro. This observation hus some practical 
importance in- that blood stains dried in a 
tropical olimute occasionally bacome so insoluble 
that they rospond to ordinary tests eithar with 
dificulty or notatall. Thediscovery should be 
of value {o criminologists all over the world.
